Wellman Expedition Returns— 

Great Suffering Experienced. 

Walter Wellman and his surviv¬ 
ing associates arrived at Tromsoe, 
Norway, August 17th, from the 
Arctic expedition which started 
from the same place, June 26th. 
1898, for the purpose of making 
explorations in the Arctic regions. 
The expedition has been most 
successful in its undertaking, al¬ 
though it has passed through the 
usual amount of disaster and pri¬ 
vation common to such journeys. 
Considerable anxiety had been 
felt for the expedition, as nothing 
had been heard from it since Au¬ 
gust 3Qth of last year. 

The expedition has added much 
knowledge of the Arctic zone, and 
its results have a special value 
scientifically. Important new 
lands and new islands were dis¬ 
covered, and the geographical 
knowledge of the region much ex¬ 
tended. 

The expedition wintered at Cape 
Tegethoff, In latitude 80. Many 
severe storms were encountered, 
and for nearly two weeks during 
their journey northward on the 
ice, the temperature was some 50 
degrees below zero during the en¬ 
tiretime. Franz Josef land was 
successfully explored, ancl also 
other regions hitherto unknown. 
Among the members of the ex¬ 
pedition was Lieut. E. B. Baldwin 
[of the United States weather 
bureau, and Mr. A. Harlan of the 
United States coast survey, who 
accompanied the expedition in be¬ 
half of scientific interest. Mr. 
Wellman himself, is an American 
newspaper man. During the 
journey northward, Mr. Wellman 
was severely injured while leading 
the party, by falling into a snow- 
covered crevasse. The accident 
rendered useless one of his legs, 
and the work was summarily 
stopped so far as the leader was 
concerned. His condition became 
worse and he was dragged on a 
sledge nearly two hundred miles 
to headquarters, where he arrived 
in AjSril, last. 

The steamer sent in search of 
the party arrived at Cape Teget¬ 
hoff July 27. The party was 
taken aboard, and have safely 
arrived in Norway. Mr. Well¬ 
man’s injuries are unfortunately 
of so serious a nature that he is 
yet unable to walk, and it is 
thought he may be permanently 
crippled. _ _

When the sugar Is dissolved, pour in 
the freezer, freeze for naif an hour, re? 
move the dasher If the sherbet is stiff, 
pack the mixture and let stand for one 
hour. 

How to Hake Cosmetic Soap. 

Powdered white castile soap, 8 parts; 
fresh lemon juice, strained, 3 parts; 
cologne water, 2 parts; patchouli, 1 part. 
Mix thoroughly, setting the vessel in 
which the mixture is made in a larger 
one containing hot water. The. addi¬ 
tion of a little essence of musk (not too 
much) Improves the odor. Press Into 
molds and let harden. Wrap In paraf¬ 
fined paper and cover with tin foil—or 
a creamy substance may be made by 
tbe addition of a little water and the 
product put up In collapsible tubes. 

How to Hake Tomato Sandwiches. 

Cut thin slices of whole wheat bread 
and butter, and with a cooky cutter 
stamp them round. Put on one half of 
the sandwich a slice of tomato, with 
salt and pepper, and on the other a 
layer of grated cheese. Press together. 

How to Make Meat Glase. 

This glaze for meat Is one that can 
be put away and melted for use anoth¬ 
er time. It Is really always In demand 
where dainty garnishing Is studied. 
First boil half an onion with its peel 
In a gill of water; take out the onion 
, and add one-half ounce of gelatin 
powder to the water; add to this a 
good full teaspoon of soy and sufficient 
extract of meat to make the glaze a 
rich brown color; use when nearly 
fold. 

How to Mn.lve Fish Sauce* 

For baked fish mj^: thoroughly the 
yolks of two hard boiled eggs, a small 
-wineglassful of salad oil, a large table¬ 
spoonful of sharp vinegar, a little dry 
mustard and a tablespoonful of chop¬ 
ped pickles or capers.

The new paving material recently 
discovered near Macon promises to su¬ 
persede crushed stone for paving pur¬ 
poses in Georgia. The Macon authori¬ 
ties have several streets paved with the 
concrete and are enthusiastic over its 
merits. The material costs little more 
than chert, is much more durable and 
makes a street as smooth as asphalt It 
can he used with perfect satisfaction on 
any grade, and several streets in Macon 
that have been paved with this ma¬ 
terial for two years look as if the pav¬ 
ing had just been laid. The total 
amount of repairs on these streets dur¬ 
ing this period has amounted to $7, 
which was for rolling the streets with¬ 
out using additional material 
The material is mined about 81 miles 
from Macon by the Grady company. It 
is nothing more or less than decayed 
shells. It is taken out of a huge bank 
which represents shell deposits for 
thousands of years. The supply is in¬ 
exhaustible, being mined in the shape 
of rock, crushed in a large mill and 
rolled on the streets by huge rollers. 
After it is laid it knits together and is 
almost as hard as rock. It would prob¬ 
ably not stand the wear and tear of the 
belgian block, or brick, hut street pav¬ 
ing experts who have examined it pro¬ 
nounce it the beat paving material ex¬ 
tant for the laying of residence and 
suburban streets.

Farmers who travel over a certain 
stretch of road in Illinois have discov¬ 
ered that there is more than one way 
to get good roads’without putting in¬ 
experienced men to work with poor 
material.

The result was that every farmer 
loaded a big grain wagon with gravel, 
and he started at the bridge to dump 
it. The next farmer that came along 
after the first load had been dumped 
started where his predecessor had left 
off. This continued for some time, and 
there are now about four miles of the 
best kind of gravel roads along the riv¬ 
erside and in a place where it has been 
always hard to travel over when the 
weather was bad.

CORN AFTER CORN. 


Fodder Crops Grown Without Waste 
of Soil Fertility. 

Successive corn growing is wasteful 
.of fertility mainly because it does not- 
permit reseeding with clover, by which 
means the surface soil Is protected 
from blowing or washing away in win¬ 
ter. In the west successive corn crops 
wasted the large supplies of vegetable 
matter that the prairie soil originally 
held until the land became too wet 
and unproductive for profitable culti¬ 
vation. Besides, growing corn for grain 
on the same land year after year de¬ 
veloped so much corn smut on the ears 
that the crop could not be longer 
grown. 

But where corn is grown for fodder, 
and sown so thickly that it will not 
ear two or three crops of corn it may be 
grown in succession and sometimes 
with advantage. It can only be done, 
however, by sowing with the com aft¬ 
er the'last cultivation some crop that 
will make a covering for the soil dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

Bye and crimson clover sown to¬ 
gether In August make a good com¬ 
bination. If it is In a locality where 
September sown crimson clover will 
live through the winter, that should be 
sown alone and in August if possible 
so as to get a better growth before fall. 
We should advise sowing some crimson 
clover seed with the rye In September, 
even where the winters are severe. 
The grain will protect the clover to 
some extent, and If the clover is killed 
out it will fertilize the grain In spring. 

Then in winter draw all the manure 
that the previous corn crop has made 
to the land, and spread it evenly. This 
will he still further protection for the 
crimson clover. The rye and some 
clover ■will make an early growth in 
the spring, before time to plow them 
under for another crop of fodder corn.. 

After two or three crops of com 
grown thus the land should be seeded 
with red clover, whose roots will go 
down to the subsoil for fertility that 
has been washed down to it, says The 
American Cultivator In presenting the 
foregoing advice.

Digestion Experiments at- the 
Kansas. Station. 


The chemical department of the 
Kansas experiment station has just 
completed the analyses upon one of a 
series of digestion experiments with al¬ 
falfa. In this experiment hay was 
Used which was cut when in full bloom 
und was fed to a 3-year-old grade Here¬ 
ford steer. The result of the analyses 
show that the air dry hay contained 
digestible nutrients as follows: Crude 
protein, 10.43 per cent (consisting of 
albuminoids, 7.86 per cent; amids, 
2.57 per cent); fat, 0.69 per cent; crude 
fiber, 15.99 per cent; carbohydrates, 
28.18 per cent; total digestible nutri¬ 
ents, 55.29 per cent. Let us compare 
these last figures with those represent-

Profitable Docks. 

Peking ducks in the United States 
have proved by far the most profitable 
of all breeds when raised for market 
on a large scale. Several thousand 
young ducks are often yarded on five 
acres of ground—making the ground, 
by the way, intensely rich—but the 
most successful duck farms have large 
areas available for the cultivation of 
green feeds for the growing stock- 
root crops and green food of various 
kinds. Ducks will consume an im¬ 
mense amount of green food, and such 
feeding is considered necessary to keep 
them in. best condition for early lay¬ 
ing. The most profitable time at which 
to market ducklings is considered to be 
when they weigh about' five pounds. 
They will then be in the neighborhood 
of ten weeks old and will hjjve cost 
to raise about 20 or 25 cents each, says 
a Farm and Fireside writer. 



Points In Poisoning: Beetles. 

Many poisons were tested upon the 
cucumber fields of Long. Island during 
1897 and 1898, inclnding paris green, 
laurel green, green arsenite (arsenite of 
copper) and lead arsenite. ‘These were 
applied dry, in water, in bordeaux 
mixture and in resin lime mixture, 
alone, and in various combinations— 
Geneva (N. Y.) station bulletin 158. 
Green arsenite dry gave best results. 
It was found a waste of the poisons to 
apply them- in bordeaux mixture, as 
the mixture so repelled the insects that 
they would not eat the sprayed vines 
to seenre the poison. These poisons, ap¬ 
plied in water, are liable to burn or 
Blunt the plants. It is necessary, then, 
if we wish to poison the beetles to nse 
a trap crop to attract the insects and to 
apply the poison to this crop instead of 
to the plants we design to protect 


Bnckrdieat In Orchards. 

There is no grain crop that can be 
grown in orchards with better advan¬ 
tage than buckwheat, says an ex¬ 
change. It Is not exhaustive, and its 
broad leaves shade the soil so that it 
does not make the land dry as other 
grain crops do. Besides, one of the 
effects of buckwheat growing Is to 
keep the soil mellow so that every rain 
will soak into the soil Instead of re¬ 
maining on the surface until wind 
and sun dry out the moisture. It is 
the practice of some orchardists to 
sow buckwheat in orchards two or 
three times each year, plowing under 
tire growth as soon as it is in blos¬ 
som or before. This fills the soil with 
vegetable matter, making it very por- 


Agrlcultural Brevities. 

It has been thought that the weeder 
would not work well In sweet potatoes, 
but the south Jersey and Delaware 
growers are reported as using it with 
much success this season by shorten¬ 
ing the teeth that run over the ridges, 
so the plants are not harmed, while the 
long teeth work the ground between. 

The tent caterpillar, or forest worm, 
has made itself severely felt this sea¬ 
son in various sections. In many 
regions it has defoliated the maples of 
sugar groves. The sirup made from 
such trees is of so inferior quality as 
to be often locally called “buggy 
sirup.” 

For winter turnips sow late in July. 
A yellow kind is much liked. No cul¬ 
tivation is required when sown broad¬ 
cast. Turnips may be stored the same 
as potatoes. The tops should be cut 
away. If covered with sand, they will 
not wither, but may start to grow if 
the cellar Is warm and will become 
pithy. Turnips mature in about two 
months: One ounce of seed is enough 
for 200 feet of drill. 


The good work of the toad in connec¬ 
tion with the destruction of tent cater¬ 
pillars is entitled to honorable men¬ 
tion. The remains of 37 full grown 
caterpillars have been taken from the 
stomach of one toad. 


Keep Young Hogs Growing:. 

There is an impression among farm¬ 
ers that hogs in summer at pasture 
can get enough with the swill from the 
house and what they can get in the 
fields. This was all right so long as 
skimmilk, one of the best foods for 
growth, was part of the swill and un¬ 
eaten refuse from the table was 
also thrown in. But in many places 
the skimmilk is now sold in some 
form, while a better use for table ref¬ 
use is found in giving it to the poul¬ 
try. So the pig is starved in summer, 
which is the time he ought to grow the 
fattest, and is the poorest preparation 
for the heavy corn feeding that will 
begin in September and continue until 
the pig is turned over to the butcher. 
A half starved animal loses the power 
of digesting heai-ty food, for the stom¬ 
ach, like every other organ of the 
body, needs to have something to do 
to keep in good health and strength.— 
Boston Cultivator.

ing the total digestible nutrients con¬ 
tained in some of our most common 
feeds used for dry roughage. Millet 
contains 57.6 per cent; oat hay, 52.2 
per cent; orchard grass hay, 48.2 per 
cent; timothy hay, 48 per cent; prairie 
hay, 46.7 per cent; sorghum hay, 44.2 
per cent; red clover hay, 43.9 per cent; 
oat straw, 43.9 per cent; wheat 
straw, 39.2 per cent, and corn fodder, 
35.S per cent. We find that only one of 
the ten feeds named is equal to or ex¬ 
ceeds alfalfa in its total content of di¬ 
gestible nutrients, while the larger part 
of them are far below it. This is not a 
fair measure of its feeding value, how¬ 
ever, unless we also take into account 
the composition of these nutrients. As 
a rule it costs much more to produce 
feeds rich in protein than it does those 
rich in carbohydrates, and consequent¬ 
ly of. two feeds containing an equal 
amount of digestible nutrients the one 
containing the most protein is the most 
valuable. 

Comparing alfalfa In this respect 
with the above named feeds we find 
that it ranks far ahead of the richest 
of them. One hundred pounds of al¬ 
falfa hay contains 11.3 pounds more di¬ 
gestible matter than the same amount 
of red clover hay and 1% times as 
much protein. It contains only 2.3 
pounds less of total digestible nutri¬ 
ents than the same amount of millet 
hay and almost 2 Ys times as much di- 
digestible protein. It contains 2% times 
as much digestible protein as oat hay, 
3 times as much as prairie hay, more 
than 4 times as much as sorghum hay, 
5 times as much as corn fodder, 6% 
times as much as oat straw and 13 
times as much as wheat straw. 

In feeding value alfalfa hay not only 
ranks high above all other feeds used 
for roughage, but it is well up among 
the more concentrated feeds. ‘One 
hundred pounds of it contains 3.3 
pounds more of total digestible nu¬ 
trients than wheat bran and almost as 
much protein. It is richer in digestible 
protein than wheat, corn, oats, rye, 
barley, Kaffir corn or sorghum seed. 

Its digestible nutrients have a nutri¬ 
tive ratio of 1 to 4.4. There are only a 
few feeds, such as wheat bran, linseed 
meal, cotton seed meal and soy beans 
that furnish as narrow a nutritive ra.- 
tio as this. Alfalfa hay, therefore, is 
an ideal feed to use in balanced ra¬ 
tions and is especially valuable to com¬ 
bine with corn as a ration for fatten¬ 
ing steers, since it furnishes all the 
roughage necessary and is also a cheap 
source of protein. It is an ideal dairy 
feed, furnishing almost the exact nu¬ 
tritive ratio required for the highest 
yields of milk. Its value as a feed for 
hogs has been shown In results previ¬ 
ously published by this station.
